Reduces Its Rates 


- Everglades Hospital directors In 
Pahokee has approved the admin- 
istrator's request for certain rate 
reductions. Several charges were 
set to come under this reduction, 
&mong them were: charges for 
daily oxygen use; general anesthe- 


sia; and operating room charges 
for minor surgery. 
Under the former charge the 


daily oxygen rate was $24. Now it 
is $18 for the first day and $15 tor} 
each additional 24 hours; anesthe- 
sia under the old rate was $30 and 
now it is $22.50; the operating room 
was formerly $17.50 and now the 
charge is $12.50.
